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Bryan Receives Retums at His Res- 
idence in Lincoln, Surrounded by 


Lincoln. Neb... November C.- Ir. 
seceived clection returns at his residence 
in this city. His house was fairly over- 
run with newspaper men and telegraph 
operators. Not only was the first floor 
of the house largely given up te them, 
but two of tho rooms in the second story 
also. Four telegraph wires were run in 
the house. Mr. Brvan had with him his 
brother. Charles Bryan, his former law 
partner, ex-State Senator Talbot, Com- 
mitteeman Dahlman, and Attorney 
Schmidt. Mrs. Bryan had as companions 
Cousin, Mrs. Rogers, and Mrs, Dahl- 
man. 

Mr. Bryan took his dinner at a little 
after 6 o' clock and after partaking of the 
meal spent @ few minutes in conversation 
with the newspaper men, referring to the 
bulletins received, and asking some ques- 
tions about different sections, but without 
venturing an opinion upon the figures. 
The first bulletin was the one announcing 
that Poughkeepsie, N. Y., had given Mc- 
Kinley a majority of 1,337, and this was 
quickly followed by another bullketin to 
the effect that Elmira had gone in Mr. 
Bryan's favor to the extent of 1.722 ma- 
jority. | 

When shown this message he simply 
remarked that it wus encouraging. The 
other bulletins from New York came in 
thick and fast after that, and while Mr. 
Bryan made no comment, there was a 
feeling among those present that he was 
disappointed in the returns from New 
York city and Brooklyn. His reports, up 
to the last, concerning these cities had 
been encouraging, and his own observa- 
tion bad led him to belleve that there 
would be a large increase in his vote, 

ther than a loss. On the other hand, 
there was consid@rable encouragement 
from the interior of New York state, and 

pecially gratifying was a message from 
National ComMiitteeman Mack saying 
that Buffalo had given McKinley a ma- 
jority of only about 3,000, against a ma- 
jority of 12,000 four years ago. Coming 
closely upon the heels of the Buffalo dis- 
patch was one from & friend in Boston

_ amnouncing that city to have gone for 


Bryan by a majority of 7,000, as against 
17,000 for McKinley four years ago. 

The early dispatches indicated a loss of 
Maryland, and this also was a disappoint- 
ment, for it had been belleved that that 
State was fairly safe for the democratic 
ticket. 

After: receiving the earlier returns in 
his library, in the midst of his friends, 

Mr. Bryan retired to his private apart- 
ments. which were connected with the 
Qutside world by a special wire. Both he 
and Mrs. Bryan were in a cheerful mood, 
and a person unacquainted with the cir- 
_ cumstances would not have dreamed from 

their Gemeanor that they were at this 
time the center of national interest. 

Mr. Bryan returned to Lincoln at 10:30 
A. m., after spending the night in Omaha. 
His firat act after arriving here was to 
Swear in his vote and then cast it. He 
voted the straight democratic ticket, na- 
tional, state and congressional. The trip 
from Omaha was without special inci- 
dent, 

Mr, Bryan voted at a booth half a dozen 
‘blocks from his residence on B street. 
Malf a hundred reside t. and a dozen 
newspaper men congregated to witness 
the act. Before going to the voting place 
Mr. Bryan repaired to the city hall, 
where he filled out a certificate, stating 
he had failed to register because of ab- 
®ence from the city. The clerk at the 
city hall, who supplied him with a cer- 
tificate, also dispensed to all who would 
receive them yellow badges bearing the 
inscription, I am a repubfican.”’ 

, Quite a procession formed at the city 
halt, consisting of citizens and newspa- 
per men in carriages and a number of 
Mr. Bryan's neighbors on foot, who es- 
Sorted him to tho voting piace. afr. Bry- 
an Was required to give his place of resi- 
dence, to state where he was born and 
also to inform the officials as to how long 
he had lived in the precinct, the ward and 
the state. Having obtained this 'nforma- 
tion, Mr. Ludden asked Mr. Bryan, in 
Accordance with the law of the state. 
Whether he wistied to state the name of 
the party with which he was aMfilated. 
To this Mr. Bryan responded promptly:

7 ILLIAM M’KINLEY vas born at Niles, Trumbull county, Ohio, 
January 2, 188, and has made that state hig heme during his 
entire life. He is of Scotch-Irish stock, his r ifath- 
er, James McKinley, having come from the north of. 3 to the 
Unten States in the last half of the eighteenth century and settled in 
York cotinty, Pennsylvania, where, on May 16, 1755, was dorn to him a 
son, David McKinley, who was great-grandfather of the present wn 
nam McKinley. David McKinley evinced his leyalty to the country by 
serving ax u private in the war of the revolution, as shown dy the rec- 
ords of the pension bureau and war depaftment. His son, James Mc- 
Kinley, was the father of William McKinley, r., the father of the pres- 
ent president, whose re-election has just taken place. 
* WHlam McKinley, Sr., the father of President Mokinley, removed 
from Pennsylvania to Ohio with his parents in childhood, and on reach- 
ing manhood became interested in iron manufacturing and the Manage- 
ment of iron furnaces, in which he was engaged unt) uns ume of his 
retirement from business in 1878. 

Growing to manhood in the country town of Poland, O., William Me- 
Kinley, Jr., familiarized himself with the detalls of the methods of the 
country storekeeper, the iron manufacturer and others with whom he 
was brought constantly in contact. His progress in the local academy 
was rapid and at an early age he became instructor in the district 
school. 

William McKinley, Jr., enlisted as a private, and in subsequent years 
was promoted to Heuténant, acting assistant adjutant general, and bre- 
vetted major, his service continuing four years. At the close of the war he 
returned to Ohio and took up the study of law. He was.admitted to the 
bar in 1867, at Canton, which has been his home since that date. He 
married Miss Ida Saxton, daughter gle prominent citizen of Canton, in 
1871. The first public office he held was that of district attorney of 
Stark county. He was elected to congress in 1876. During’ fourteen 
years after this event he represented in congress the district of which 
Stark county. was a part. Mr. McKinley began his congressional life 
contemporaneously with the inauguration of President Hayes. 

In the convention of 1896, at St. Louis, McKinley was nominated for 
the presidency on the first ballot, receiving 661% votes to 84% for Thomas 
B. Reid, 61% for M. 8. Quay, s for Levi P. Morton, and %% for W. 
B. Allison. 

During the campaign of 1896 McKinley was in line with his party on 
the currency question.. He was elected, securing 271 electoral votes to 
176 for Bryan. McKinley's popular vote was 7,107,804, while Bryan polled 
6,292,428 on the democratic ticket and 240,67 on the populist ticket. 
President McKinley's administration has been marked chiefly by the war 
with Spain, which resulted in the loss to that country of Cuba, Porto 
Rico, the Philippines and Guam. Other features of his administration 
have been the enactment of the Dingley protective tariff and the meas- 
ure for the establishment of the gold standard. 
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VICE PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 


HEODORE ROOSEVELT, the vice president-elect, is of Dutch and 

Scotch-Irish ancestry. His father, Theodore, married Martha, 

daughter of James and Martha Oswall Bulloch, at Roswell, Ga., 
both of whom were descendants from revolutionary stock of promi- 
nence. The vice president-elect was born in New York city, October 
27, 1858. He was primarily educated at home under private teachers 

d then entered Harvard. 

se He served in the. New York legislature from 1883 to 1884. He intro- 
duced the first civil service bill in the legislature. It was passed in 
1853, almost simultancously with the passage of a similar measure in 
congress. Mr. Roosevelt was chairman of the New York delegation to 
the national republican convention in 18H. 

Mr. Roosevelt. waa, nominated as the independent candidate for may- 
or of New York city in 1886, and although indorsed by the republican 
party, was defeated. In May. 1889, he was appointed civil service com- 
missioner and served as president of the board until May, 18%, when he 
resigned to accept the position of police commissioner in New York city. 

His drastio changes from the previous practices in the department 
raised violent opposition among many people, which only served to in- 
clihe him more strongly toward their enforcement. 

. Shortly before the outbreak of the Spanish-American war Roosevelt 
was tendéred the office of assistant secretary of th py President 
McKiniey. He accepted with alacrity and entered u his new duties 
with enthusiasm. When the war broke out, Roosevelt resigned his posi- 
tion as assistant secretary of the navy to enter the army. With Cap- 
tain Leonard Wood he organized a volunteer cavairy regiment that 
soon-gained the soubriquet of “Roosevelt's Rough Riders.“ The 1 
for this regiment were chiefly western cowboys and plainsmen, a 
fair sprinkling of eastern college men and athietes. 

Roosevelt was first Meutenant colonel of this regiment. The Rough 
Riders took part in all, the engagements preceding the fall of Santiago. 
At the close of the war, on July u. 1998, Roosevelt was commissioned 
colonel.

He 
knows that, though the south produces 
three-fourths of the world's cotton crop, 
our whole country has only between .-

the consumption of cotton goods meas- 
ures the advance of civilization, and that 
the ten-million-bale crop of today must 
soon give way to the twenty-million, and 
then to the thirty-million-bale crop; he 
knows that however rapid may be the 
south's increase in cotton consumption, it

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Negro Fires Pistol at His Pursuers 
—Five White Youths Arrested 
for Alleged Disorder. 

\ 

Chief Manly sought to guard against 
any outbreaks yesterday while the elec- 
tion was in progress by holding in reserve 
thirty men from the day watch who were | 
kept at the police barracks until 10 
o'clock last night. This precaution was 
unnecessary, as there were no serious dis- 
turbances during the day. 

Last night, however, there was much 
disorder on Marietta street between for- 
syth and Pegchtree, and five arrests were 
made. 

A lot of white youths chased several 
negroes, using stones and sticks. 

The most serious trouble the police had 
to deal with was numerous cases of 
pocket picking... Thirty or forty men 
were robbed in the crowds, some of pock- 
etbooks and others of valuable scarfpins 
and watches. 

A number of fine diamonds were stolen, 
several watches and two or three hun- 
dred dollars in cash. 

It seemed impossible to locate thé pick- 
pockets. They were in the crowd and 
did their work so well as to escape de- 
tection. 

About 9 o'clock it was noticeable that 
young men in the crowds were drinking 
and the police at one time looked for a 
serious trouble. oe 

When the negro chasing began, the po- 
lice promptly. arrested all that cou'd be 
caught. 

The negroes soon became very scarce 
on the streets and the disorder ceased, 
principally because there was no more 
material to work on. , 

The call officers investigated a case of | 
negro chasing which came near ending 
in a killing. A crowd of twenty white | | 
youths chased _a negro up North Forsyth 
street, and while stoning him they | 
smashed a fineshowcase at No. 73 For- | 
syth. When the police arrived the boys | 
had disappeared. 

Shortly afterwards it was reported that 
Anthony Battle, a negro. had been found 
dead in the rear of No. 73 Houston atreet. 
It was thought the dead negro was the 
one chased by the youths gnd that he had 
been killed, but it developed later that 
the man was found dead in bed and nad | 
died from natural causes. 

While one negro was being chased down 
Edgewood avenue he turned and fired a 
pistol at his pursuers, but did not hit 
anybody. This caused that particular 
chase to end abruptly. 

The white youths arrested were J. P. 
Oxford, William Foster, Charles Boone, 
R. E. Biacknall and Charles Saunders. 
They all disclaimed any knowledge ot the 
disorder with which they were charged. 
They were -relcased on their recognizance 
and will appear for trial in the police 
court this afternoon.
